¥roituction «tnU tl>e Amount of Coin 


In tbe United States. 


Dr. James P. Kim ball, Director of the 


Mint, has completed his report on the 
production of gold and silver in the 
United States during the calendar year 
of 1885. 
The production of gold is es- 


timated at §11,800,000, an increase of 
$1,000,000 over the estimate for the 
calendar year of 1884. 
The production 


of silver for the calendar year of 1885, 
calculated at coining rate in silver dol- 
lars, is estimated at $51,600,000, against 
$48,800,000 in 1884—an increase of $2,- 
800,000. 
Colorado still retains 
the 


foremost rank as the largest producer of 
precious metnls, California maintaining 
sec-end 
place. 
The 
most 
notable 


changes liava bepii in Montana and 
Idaho, the production of the former hav- 
ing increased from $9,000,000 in 1884 
to nearij $13,500,000 in 1885; and the 
latter from $3,970,000 in 1884 to $5,- 
300,000 iu 1S85. 
Nevada, Utah, New 


Mexico and Dakota still hold their own, 
while the production of Arizona has 
slightly increased. Tho coinage exe- 
cuted during the calendar year at mints 
is the coinage o! 47,544,5121 pieces of the 
face value 
of $50,926,810; of this 


amount 3,002 pieces, valued at $27,- 
773,013, consisting of gold coin, and 
31,925,544 pieces, valued at $28,962,176, 
of silver coin. The remainder is minor 
coin. The number of silver dollars 
coined during the calendar year of 1885 
was $28,697,707. In addition to the 
coinage, gold and silver bars of the 
value ol §27,490^095 were manufactured 
by the juiuts and assay office during the 
year. The total value of bullion and 
coin imported into the United States 
during the calendar year was $41,418,- 
129, of which §8,322,909 consists of 
bullion and $33,095,120 of coin. Of 
total imports $23,645,311 consisted of 
gold fand §17,772,718 of silver. The 
total export of gold and silver from the 
United States iluiiog the pame year was 
$11,697,719, of which §11,319,207 was 
gold and $22,280,542 silver. While the 
United States loft by net exportation 
during the year $15,508,084 in silver, it 
gained $1,228,180 by net importation, of 
gold. The report contains an elaborate 
review of the coin circulation of the 
United States. The Directoi'tj advance 
esitmate of .January 1, 188G, is reviewed, 
as well as the estimates of his predecrs- 
sur. Some errors in the still early esti- 
mates have been corrected. A deduc- 
tion from the stock of gold coin of 
$15,669,981 is made for bullion in the 
Treasury July 1, 1873, heretofore in- 
cluded as coin, and for an error in Use 
exports of gold coin as reported for 1S74, 
$4,654,714; 
a 
total of $•20,024,605. 


This, with $30,000,000 deducted in his 
annual fiscal report, makes u total cle- 
daotiou oJ $50,325,695 from the esti- 
mates of his predecessor of the stock of 
gold coin in the United Stiites. 
The 


Director estimates the amount of gold 
fcoiu in tbe United States of January 1, 
188S, to hin-e been $533,485,453; of 
silver dollars, $218,259,761; subsidiary 
silver, $75,034,111; or a total stock of 
coin of $826,779,32!>. Stock of gold 
coin in the United States Treasury, held 
over and above the outstanding gold 
certificates, $75,434,579, and rmtionul 
banks, $156,353,592; including treasury 
and clearing-house certificates. 
One 


hundred and fifteen State banks and 
trust companies held Novernbur 1, 1853, 
$31,255,788, which left in the bauds of 
the people and other banks $270,441,693 
of silver dollars which have been coined 
in the United States. Tho Treasury 
owns inot represented by silver certifi- 
cates) $72,538,725, and the national 
banks, $6,940,628, 
The amount owned 


by private individuals and other banks, 
including those in tbe Treasury repre- 
sented by certificates outstanding, was 
$138,780,408. 
Of 
subsidiary nilver, 


about $27,000,000 was in the Treasury, 
and $47,000,000 is outstanding. The 
result of his inquiries leads the Director 
to the conclusion either that the con- 
sumption of gold and silver in industries 
have fallen off since 1883, or that there 
is less duplicating in tbe return than 
heretofore, as between the original and 
secondary manufacturers.

THE CUTTING AFFAIR. 


Secretory Bayard Continues to Talk 


ot a Hatlstnctory Settlement. 


BAMIMOBE, Aug. 9.—Secretary Bay- 


ard, speaking to a, correspondent last 
night of the Cutting case, said there 
was no reason why a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of the difficulty should not be 
reached. He has been assured that such 
was the desire of the Mexican Govern- 
ment by the resident Mexican Minister, 
who said some days ago that his Gov- 
ernment would act promptly in the mat- 
ter. 
Secretary Bayard said impressively 


that be considered tbe principle involved 
iu the Cutting affair to be one of the 
gravest importance and one as to which 
the whole country, without reference to 
party, should be a unit. The personal 
merits or demerits of Cutting himself 
had nothing to do with the matter. 
It 


made 110 difference whether he was an 
angel of darkness or an angel of ligbt, 
but it did make the greatest possible 
difference 
to the American 
people 


whether the contention raised by the 
State Department in his case should be 
maintained or not. Mexico claims the 
right to try an American citizen for an 
offense committed in the United States, 
and Cutting bad actually been convicted 
and sentenced for a libel published in 
Texas. 


Mr, Bayard thinks this raises the 


gravest possible question, aud if Mex- 
ico's claim were ones conceded, no 
American travel ing in Mexico would be 
safe. "My countrymen," he said, with 
evident feeling, "will not be deceived 
by partisan misrepresentation. They 
wMll recogniie the gravity of the ques- 
tion involved, and will never consent 
that one of their fellow citizens shall be 
tried by a foreign power for an offense 
committed in this couatry. If Cutting 
had stabbed hia Mexican rival instead of 
merely attacking his reputation, does 
anyone pretend that Mexico could huvo 
tried him for the murder? Certainly 
not." 


The Secretary said the Administra- 


tion had no idea of retreating from the 
position taken weeks ago, when it de- 
manded Cutting's release.

Besides tbe family, 
there were present Hon. John Bigelow, 
Andrew H. Greeu, Mr. Tilden's Secre- 
tary, nnd Geo. W. Smith. Col. S. J. 
Tilden, Jr., who spoke for the family, 
said that not a word about the will could 
be given to the press. The family had 
decided, he said, that no intimation of 
the terms of the will should be made 
public until it was offered for probate, 
and as a time bad cot yet been fixed for 
that, be could not say when it would be 
given to the press.

England. It is known that it is made 
witb regard to the fisheries difficulty. 
Canada is anxious for a settlement of tbe 
question. Sbe now bas to pay over $1,- 
000,000 duty into the United States 
Treasury tbat sbe had not to pay. be- 
fore and since tbe abrogation of the 
treaty there bas been a falling off of $1,- 
000,600 in tbe value of fish shipped to 
the United States. Lord Lanadowne 
will present these facts to the British 
Government and urge the immediate 
settlement of the difficulty .by" the ap- 
pointment of a commission. 


Work of English Speculators. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 9.—The Sun's cable 


special from London says: The imbrog- 
lio between the United States and Mex- 
ico over the imprisonment of Cutting 
possesses a peculiarly strong interest 
for a large number of Englishmen who 
are speculating in land in Northern 
Mexico. A London syndicate recently 
purchased enormous tracts of Mexican 
land lying along the American border, 
at prices varying from five to ten cents 
an acre. 
Mexican agents iu London de- 


clare 
that 
subtle 
representatives 


of 
these 
English 
speculators 
are 


fomenting war between America and 
Mexico for the sole purpose of forward- 
ing their own selfish interests. 
They 


know that the result of annexation by 
the United States of any of the northern 
districts of Mexico would immeasurably 
enhance the value of their holdings and 
are pulling their wires accordingly. 


A Jireatltina Spell for Railroad Boys 


The G. A. K. travel to the Encamp- 


ment is over. No one is more glad of it 
than tho employes of the railroad com- 
pany, who wore laboring night and day, 
seeing that the visitors were safely land- 
ed in San Francisco on time and with- 
out accident. The result of this vast 
influx showed that the railroad < ompaay 
is prepared for further influxes of tlm 
kind. When the travel commenced it 
was doubtful whether the 
company 


could provide sufficient carrying facili- 
ties. There was not an idle p/issenger 
car or sleeper that was fit to run, tbat 
waa not in operation. The same can bo 
said of the locomotives. Tbe railroad 
people are congratulating themselves 
that no accident occurred of any conse- 
quence while thii vast travel was going 
on. Never before, since the first spike 
of the Southern Pacific Company wus 
driven, has there been BO much travel as 
there was on this occasion. — Sao. Bee. 


People who have know Editor Cut- 


ting, the man whose release Secretary 
Bayard seems unable to obtain, speak 
of him in everything but complimentary 
terms, and intimate that the imprison- 
ment is no loss to the country. This 
may be all true, but it is not for the man 
himself that his release should be in- 
sisted upon. It is the dignity of the 
United States that is insulted in the in- 
solence of the local Mexican authorities, 
and that dignity must bo upheld.

SENSATIONAL CONFESSION.—The Vir- 


ginia Enterprise of yesterday morning 
has the following: About 5 o'clock p. 
M. yesterday Edward Donovan, for 
years a resident of Gold Hill and well 
known to very many Oomstockers, came 
into the Justice's court-room, on South 
C street, and deliberately proceeded to 
confess that he was the murderer of Pol- 
look and wife, who kept the toll-gate in 
Six-mile Canyon, nearly five years ago.

away, only desiring to be punished for 
his own participation in the crimes. 
They shot and killed old man Pollock 
and got away with $1,100, setting firoqo 
the house as they left, to cover up the 
crime. 


As he was about entering the Court- 


house and jail he turned and remarked: 
"I look upon the daylight for the last 
time." He had not been inside long, 
however, before he took an apparent 
dislike for the surroundings, and ex- 
pressed his repugnance to staying there. 
In fact he made a counter confession to 
the effect that all he had said about his 
murdering exploits was a humbug; that 
he had never done anything of the sort; 
that he was only "fooling," as it were, 
and his pretended confession was only a 
bit of a lark.
